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Larry the Leech 

Insider blames Great Park fiasco on Agran and incompetence

I n January 2008, Larry Agran—the 
leader of a three-council-member, 
Democratic alliance that controlled 
the city of Irvine for more than half 
a decade—desperately needed to enlist 
outside professional help to manage what 
had spiraled out of 
control: plans to 
build the Orange 
County Great Park, 
then one of Califor¬ 
nia’s largest public- 
works projects. 

But there was a 
problem. 

Agran, a career 
politician who had 
no clue how to build 
a massive public 
park despite his 
promises otherwise, didn’t just crave a com¬ 
petent CEO for the $1.6 billion project. The 
county’s living liberal icon with ff ightening 
Nixonian tendencies hoped the park would 
be an unbreakable monument to his legacy, 
so he needed someone who would obey his 
wishes, no matter how ridiculous or shady. 

Excluding the four other elected repre¬ 
sentatives on the council, as well as the other 
eight members of the Great Park’s Board 
of Directors, Agran met Mike Ellzey at an 
Irvine Denny’s off the 5 freeway on Sand 
Canyon Avenue. 

£1126/8 background with private corpo¬ 
rations, at a university and as CEO of the 
Golden Gate Park Concourse Authority 
made him a suitable candidate for the Great 
Park job. Demonstrating his dictatorial 
sensibilities that allowed him to dismiss the 
participation of his colleagues, Agran unilat¬ 
erally offered Ellzey a taxpayer-funded job 
worth more than $175,000 annually. 

Of course, there was a catch. 

The CEO job would remain vacant. Ellzey 
was invited to take a government post that 
Agran conjured up on the spot: deputy CEO. 
Irvine’s top Democrat wanted to see how far 
he could trust the city’s newest employee. 

As I’d reported in detail for years before 
this secret Denny’s powwow, Agran’s public 
pronouncements about alleged strides in 
developing the Great Park had been a sham 
masking brazen shenanigans. Paranoid of 
the public learning more about his antics, he 
watched Ellzey for six months and—satisfied 
he could control him—elevated the outsider 
to the CEO post. 

Yet, given this was Agran’s world—a the¬ 
ater of endless, conniving plots that would 
impress Shakespeare—Ellzey quietly learned 
he’d become CEO of nothing. He didn’t 
really answer to the Great Park board or the 
City Council. He answered to Agran and two 
Great Park subcontractors: Arnold Forde 


(of Forde and Mollrich) and Yehudi Gaffen 
(of Gafcon Inc.), two of the Democrat’s pals 
who’ve taken millions of dollars in diverted 
park funds for no-bid, consulting contracts. 

In a sworn, June 18 deposition made 
public on July 21 as part of a probe into why 
Agran and his political allies spent $200 
million in park funds with very little to show, 
Ellzey talked about his first realization some¬ 
thing was terribly wrong in Irvine. 

Scanning budget items when he took 
the job in 2008, he saw that Forde, Agran’s 
chief political consultant, was receiving a 
$100,000-per-month retainer, allegedly to do 
public relations for a park that didn’t exist. 

“I remember as though it was yesterday,” 
he told Anthony R. Taylor, the private attor¬ 
ney representing the city in its probe of the 
Great Park. Shocked, Ellzey approached 
two veteran Great Park managers and asked, 
“What is this $100,000 a month for Forde 
and Mollrich?’ And they told me it was for 
public relations. And I said, We’ve got to 
reduce that. I mean, that’s way too much.’” 

The response was memorable. 

“And they literally laughed,” said Ellzey. “I 
asked them, Why are you laughing?’ [They 
replied], ‘Good luck on that.’” 

Frustration mounted. 

“I didn’t know at the time, but here I was, 
new guy coming in, starting to make changes 
because it was now my shop, and one of the 
things I wanted to change was how could 
we possibly be using $100,000 a month for 
public relations?” Ellzey testified. 

When other experienced consultants 
offered to take the Forde and Mollrich 
monthly contract for $15,000, Ellzey tried 
to get Agran, Councilwoman Beth Krom— 
Agran’s whiny, robotic sidekick—and Forde 
to downsize the deal, but even his suggestion 
to lower the contract to $50,000 per month 
met seething anger. 

“And so I knew exactly how, how strong 
and powerful Forde and Mollrich were,” 
Ellzey said. “How connected they were to 
Larry Agran and how powerful Larry Agran 
was as an individual, and don’t even think of 
messing with it because you will get smoth¬ 
ered if you even try.” 

It also weighed on Ellzey that, though a 
brilliant strategist, Forde acted like a “Mafi¬ 
oso” and “threatened to come after [his job],” 
according to Taylor’s deposition transcript. 

During regular city hearings, Ellzey says, 
he “was [repeatedly] put in a position of 
publicly justifying a $100,000 a month” deal, 
which he called “low points for me as a pub¬ 
lic executive.” 

He recalled during Taylor’s inquiry, “If 
pressed, I could never justify that [Forde and 
Mollrich] brought that much value.... So, 
somebody was making a lot of money.” 

Agran’s Democratic machine, slyly 


renamed “The Great Park Team,” couldn’t 
operate in such a fashion unless the voters 
of Irvine ignorantly kept it in power, and 
Ellze/s bombshell deposition sheds new, 
insider light on that scam. 

Instead of focusing on building the Great 
Park they’d promised, Agran and Forde reg¬ 
ularly manipulated the park’s budget and 
schedule to trick voters into a false sense 
of security. “The project team was also 
under extreme pressure to deliver projects 
in advance of Irvine’s elections,” testified 
Ellzey. “Project scopes were designed and 
scheduled to be completed in advance of 
the bi-annual elections, and Arnold Forde 
was the enforcer of these project dynamics, 
and Yehudi Gaffen was the implementer of 
the program.” 

The dubious election scheme had a sec¬ 
ond, self-serving component. Theoretically, 
the Great Park belongs to the citizens of 
Orange County, but Ellzey explained that 
Agran raided the park’s funds for his politi¬ 
cal campaigns. Expensive, glossy, taxpayer- 
funded mailers touting alleged park progress 
were timed for distribution two months 
prior to crucial council elections and sent 
only to Irvine residents. 

Other park spending is steeped purpose¬ 
fully in mystery. Observing suspicious finan¬ 
cial irregularities, Ellzey asked government 
contractors to comply with the contracts 
and reveal expense documentation. But 
those contractors, all Agran buddies, replied, 
“Shove it,” he recalled. 

In addition, there was gross negligence. 
Ellzey said the park design plan cost taxpay¬ 
ers more than $42 million—$42 million!— 


and never had a chance for implementation 
because Agran’s feasibility studies were 
“terrible.” Ellzey called the design “a waste,” 
noting that the concept—absurdly loaded 
with man-made canyons, lakes and water¬ 
falls—was created without appreciation of 
government financial constraints. “It was 
more of a master plan design that was mag¬ 
nificent as opposed to a relationship to what 
was constructable,” he said. 

“Larry was the classic surround yourself 
with yes men, yes people,” Ellzey testified. 
“And he would walk around and do a tour, 
and he would have an entourage of eight 
or 10 or 12 people with clipboards, and 
[they’d be] writing down notes of every¬ 
thing he said.” 

Taylor—one of the lawyers who rep¬ 
resented Bell residents in the recovery of 
public funds diverted to that city’s council 
members and bureaucrats for outrageous 
compensation packages—is expected to 
issue a final report in coming months. 

Agran, Krom and their allies, who lost 
control of the city in 2012, are hoping voters 
ignore their park fiasco and return them to 
power in the November elections.

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Cops vs. Bros 

A historical time line

B etween 2009 and this year, bros continue 
to get arrested each July 4, with 2012 being 
the peak year, with more than 50 arrests made. 
Clearly, the bros have not learned their lesson, 
as the 2013 U.S. Open of Surfing riots made clear. 
According to the pattern, next summer, the cops 
will be backto busting bros big-time again. Here's 
a look at riotous summers past: 

Aug. 31,1986: Drunk bros start running through 
a crowd of onlookers at the OP Pro Surf Contest, 
ripping bikini tops off various gals. Fighting ensues, 
cops are quickly overwhelmed, and the crowd 
topples some lifeguard towers and burn a couple 
of city police cruisers. The cops, who put framed 
photographs of the flaming vehicles in their head¬ 
quarters, vow never to let that happen again. 

July 4,1993: Bros take over Huntington Beach's 
increasingly rowdy Independence Day Celebration. 
They decide to celebrate America's birth by burning 
furniture on street corners. Police, five of whom are 
injured in clashes with the bros, arrest 40 of them. 

July 4,1995: Having apparently taken the previ¬ 
ous year off, the bros come back to burn some 
couches on the street. This time, cops arrest 100 
of them. The police get sued for brutality after 
wading into a crowd with batons. 

July 4,1996: The cops did some research and 
discovered a loophole in a long-forgotten ordi¬ 
nance allows them to arrest people drinking 
beer in their front yards, unless those yards are 
surrounded by fences. Hundreds of people, many 
of them bros, are arrested and forced to spend 
the night in a Guantanamo Bay-type open holding 
cell, minus the portable toilets. Fewer couches 
catch fire this year. Yay, freedom! 

July 4,2003: According to newspapers, 90 bros 
are arrested. 

July 22,2008: Bros brawl, and someone gets hurt 
with a lead pipe. 

July 4,2009: Sixty-nine people, a lot of them 
presumably bros, are arrested, mostly for drinking 
in public. 

July 28,2013: Hundreds of drunk bros and bro- 
hos rampage through Main Street after the day's 
surfing activities. Notably absent are the cops. 
Store windows are smashed, portable toilets are 
knocked over, and numerous parking meters and 
newspaper racks—including the Weekly's own 
beloved "Racky" (see Gustavo Arellano's accom¬ 
panying essay)—are viciously assaulted. Thanks 
to a glut of cell-phone recordings that quickly go 
online on social media, police are able to identify 
and arrest some 20 bros. Contrary to popular 
claims that most of the bros are from the 909 area 
code, many are Surf City locals, including one 
Huntington Beach firefighter.

The Surf This Time 

After years of summer bummers, has Huntington Beach finally cleaned up its act?

A slew of July 4 riots in the ’90s fur¬ 
ther solidified Huntington Beach’s rau¬ 
cous image. In 1993, police arrested 40 
people for setting furniture aflame in the 
middle of the street, and 1994 saw similar 
bedlam. Police deployed a then record- 
high 225 city police officers and 26 sher¬ 
iff’s deputies the night of July 4,1995. 
The riots still came that year, along with 
the murder of a 21-year-old resident. 

Every year, H.B. residents blamed 
the riots on a lack of manpower and 
enforcement, drugs and alcohol, youth 
culture—or all of the above. Every year, 
police promised to come down harder 
on the rioting. On July 4,1996, those 
efforts became draconian. After loosely 
interpreting an old ordinance that 
defined “public” as including residents’ 
yards without fences, officers targeted 
bros drinking outside their homes, 
racking up 500 arrests.

Apart from general downtown 
debauchery and a street brawl with a 
lead pipe in 2008, few incidents were 
reported between the late ’90s and 
2013. The relative calm was enough 
that the Huntington Beach Independent 
declared the “riots long gone” in 2008. 
That optimism was halted by the 2013 
U.S. Open riots. 

Smart-phone footage plastered 
across social media lead to the arrest 
of 20 people after the July 28 tur¬ 
moil. The riot cost the city more than 
$30,000, including officer overtime 
pay, special equipment to clean over¬ 
turned portable toilets and repairs to 
vandalized stores. 

The city created a Downtown Task 
Force in response. Its September 2013 
meeting was overtaken by residents 
complaining the downtown crowd 
was once again destroying the moral 


I t’s nearly the 
Fourth of July, 
and the row 
of Main Street 
houses leading to 
downtown Hunting- 
ton Beach are flam¬ 
boyantly patriotic. 

Several porches are 
obscured by a pas¬ 
tiche of American-flag 
bunting. “Hometown 
Hero” banners hang 
from streetlights, 
highlighting residents 
who have served in 
the military. Homes 
are manicured, with 
nary a leaf out of place 
in their well-main¬ 
tained gardens. 

A few streets over, 
a surfer strips off his 
wet suit in front of a 
resident’s yard. With 
a ripped body, tribal 
tattoos and a con¬ 
stant sneer, he glares 
at everyone who 
drives by. A group of 
teenagers shouting 
inanities block the 
stairway to a business 
on Main Street. One 
teenager spits at the 
feet of passersby. A 
guy wearing a Metal 
Mulisha T-shirt cat¬ 
calls as I walk by. 

Two competing 
narratives play out 
in the streets of 
downtown Hunting- 
ton Beach: whole¬ 
some, all-American 
surf city and alcohol-saturated, bro- 
dominated assholery. That tension 
has defined the downtown area for 
decades, erupting into riots that come 
like holiday traditions, followed by the 
city’s equally traditional, reactionary 
effort to clean up the beach. 

In 1986, the first of Huntington 
Beach’s riots jarred the OP Pro Surf 
Contest, predecessor of today’s U.S. 
Open of Surfing. Footage shows thou¬ 
sands of half-naked bodies running 
amok on the beach, plumes of black 
smoke from burning police cars behind 
them. Purported to have begun after 
a few women flashed event-goers and 
some guys became grabby, the beach 
quickly became a war zone. The city 
responded by ceasing alcohol sales at 
the event, ramping up security, moving 
it from Labor Day weekend and using 
more “cautious” marketing.

fiber of Huntington Beach. According 
to the meeting minutes, one resident 
“expressed concern that the U.S. Open 
activities affect his neighborhood and 
referenced inappropriate behaviors, 
including drugs and sexual activity 
occurring in his yard, [and] extremely 
confrontational behavior by trespass¬ 
ers.” Another resident “stated that she 
has made more than 50 calls to HBPD 
over the years due to a variety of issues. 
She wrote a letter that was published 
in The Orange County Register and has 
spoken with staff regarding the U.S. 
Open but was previously told it was 
being scaled back and did not believe 
it was.” 

Huntington Beach Police Chief Rob¬ 
ert Handy explains the scaling down as 
“minimizing distractions.” 

Mayor Pro-Tern Joe Shaw says the 
task force will make downtown “more 
resident-focused” and “family-friendly.” 
In discussing the massive scaling back 
of this year’s U.S. Open, Shaw echoes 
sentiments from previous riots: “It was 
overblown and became too large for the 
police to enforce.... We’ve let things 
get too big.” 

When determining what to change for 
this year’s event, Shaw says of U.S. Open 
sponsor Vans, “We’re real good partners 
and agreed right away. There may be 
rumors, but I didn’t sense any tension.” 

Vans’ Doug Palladini (Vice President, 
General Manager, Americas) claims he was 
“disappointed” to remove the live music 


portion from the 
U.S. Open, though 
it’s something he 
says Shaw doesn’t 
“think anyone 
will notice.” 

Post-riot 
changes to the 
U.S. Open mir¬ 
ror the post-riot 
changes in Hun¬ 
tington Beach’s 
past, although 
Handy disputes 
this. “We have 
millions of people 
come through 
Huntington 
Beach every 
year,” Handy 
says. “There have 
been a couple 
of disturbances 
in the past, but 
they are isolated 
problems. It was 
only two or three 
times.” (Actually, 
at least seven “dis¬ 
turbances” have 
occurred in the 
past 30 years.) 

According to 
Shaw, the city has 
capped the num¬ 
ber of liquor stores 
in downtown at 42 
and requires new 
restaurants wanting a liquor license to 
close at 10 p.m. After trying and failing to 
shut down beach rave “Wet Electric” in 
September 2013, the city signed an agree¬ 
ment with the state to communicate 
monthly about events hosted on their 
respective beaches. 

Revisiting the draconian days of 
1996, the city installed several more 
cameras throughout the downtown 
area and recently hired 15 more police 
officers. A new “downtown ambassa¬ 
dor” program will launch at this year’s 
U.S. Open and continue afterward, 
Handy says. Private security guards 
have been trained to provide directions 
and city information and will serve 
downtown as a cross between Walmart 
greeters and bouncers. 

Will the restrictions on alcohol 
impact local businesses? That’s unclear, 
as most businesses I approached 
declined to comment on a changing 
Huntington Beach. 

If the city can’t clean up its act 
through enforcement and manpower 
tactics, it has a backup plan: throw 
money at it. Pacific City, a planned $135 
million shopping center near the pier, 
will be an upscale boutique, eatery mall 
and housing development that beck¬ 
ons to the hip, young and affluent—the 
“family-friendly” crowd Huntington 
Beach seeks to attract. 

We’ll see what the bros have to say 
about that.

‘Bros, Stay the Fuck Away’ 

An interview with Racky, the Weekly news rack destroyed in the H.B. riot of 2013

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T hey were the kicks seen 

’round the world: Rioters on 
Main Street in downtown 
Huntington Beach smashing 
news boxes into smithereens. No pub¬ 
lication was sacred—but no paper’s box 
suffered worse insult than Racky, the 
Weekly’s beloved stand that had served 
us proudly for longer than a decade. 
Hooligan after hooligan tried kicking 
it off its base, only to fail ( The Orange 
County Register box, on the other hand, 
folded like owner Aaron Kushner’s 
dreams). While initially surviving the 
onslaught, Racky was so battered we 
had to put it out of commission—which 
sucked because it was two days away 
from retirement. 

The Weekly spoke to Racky, cur¬ 
rently in a scrap heap in China waiting 
to play its part as a steel beam inside a 
shitty skyscraper, for his thoughts on 
the 2013 riots, the bros that beat him 
up and more. 

OC WEEKLY; You feeling good? 

RACKY: Still sore, still pissed. Look, I 
knew I wouldn’t stand forever, but give a 
brother a couple of more years to see all 
the hot chicks in H.B., you know? 


Your assailants are still at large. Can you 
identify them? 

Easy: all out-of-town bros. Huntington 
has a lot of scummy people, but they 
know better than to trash their home¬ 
town—that’s what Havasu is for. But 
these 909ers and 951ers—and not just 
white bros, but also Mexican and Persian 
bros—have no respect. It’s as if once they 
enter H.B., they feel they have to act the 
stereotype and put on broface. “You mad, 
bro? You mad, bro?” We heard you the 
first time! 

Why did the riot happen? 

It’s not the U.S. Open’s fault. Hell, it’s 
not even the police’s fault, who mirac¬ 
ulously didn’t kill any teenage girls 
holding butter knives. But when you 
attract a bunch of people who don’t 
care about the actual action happening 
on the waves and just want to act as if 
Hurricanes [Bar & Grill] took over the 
street, is it any real surprise? At least 
in previous years, they just beat up one 
another or cop cars—but to take it out 
on defenseless news racks? Uncon¬ 
scionable. Newsprint just can’t get a 
break anymore. 

Describe the day of the riot. 

In the morning, someone got a stack 



of Weeklies to use while painting their 
house. Then you had all the people 
going to the beach for the Open. Then 
the riots. Really, Huntington shouldn’t 
have shut down Main Street and 
made it one giant block party. “Par¬ 
ties” and “Huntington Beach” go 
together as well as “black people” 
and “Orange County.” 

Do you have a message for 
those bros? 

Yep: Bros, stay the fuck away. Leave 
the U.S. Open to the surfers, skaters, 
surfing and skating dogs, and chicks 
in bikinis. Unleash your terror on 
Murrieta or some city that deserves 
to get beaten up. What did H.B. 
ever do to you besides give you 
love, from Chronic Tacos to Fred’s 
to Tito Ortiz? 

Do you think it’s wise for the U.S. Open 
to focus more on the sports and less on 
the crowds? 

Did you pay attention to my last answer? 
Okay... any final words? 

Yeah, who replaced me? 

A Mexican news rack named Rackdriguez. 
Well, at least he’ll have a shiv if anyone 
tries to knock him down.

Surfing legends want U.S. Open to return to 

the—you know—surfing

+ + ot a riot,” surfer Greg 

I Starr says from his 
I post at the Rockin’ 

Fig, when asked about 
last year’s, um, events after the U.S. Open 
of Surfing. "It was more of a gathering.” 

Pete “PT” Townend, the first officially 
crowned world champion surfer, gives the 
hundreds of people who broke windows, 
news racks and more in downtown Hunting- 
ton Beach a little more credit. “Last year was 
a skirmish,” he claims. “But it was nothing in 
comparison to [what happened in] ’86.” 

Cindy Cross, director of the Interna¬ 
tional Surf Museum, laughs from across 
the room. “They tried to turn over a car in 
the parking lot, and it was too much trou¬ 
ble, so they went on to something else,” she 
says. “That’s how we riot in Huntington.” 

It’s difficult to watch footage of the 2013 
H.B. riot, to see drunk kids pummeling one 
another as though they were an Affliction- 
clad beast eating itself, and not wonder 
how it came to this. But to the local surfing 
royalty, those men who were there as con¬ 
testants and fans when ABC’s Wide World 
of Sports broadcast the inaugural United 
States Surfing Championship to the world 
in 1964, the sad state of the U.S. Open’s 
current crowds was inevitable. The regu¬ 
lars at the Open have known for decades 
that “largest surf competition” and the 
sport’s mainstreaming doesn’t necessar¬ 
ily equate to a high attendance of surfers. 
Indeed, it’s almost always the opposite. 

Bruce “Snake” Gabrielson, former pres¬ 
ident of the Huntington Beach Surfing 
Association and founder of America’s first 
high-school surf league, had a stand at last 
year’s event. He recalls that “maybe two 
or three dozen surfers came by the booth” 
out of an estimated 1 million attendees 
during the nine-day event. 

“When I get together with some of the 
other surfers from that era,” Snake says, 
“we talk a lot about how pure [surfing] 
used to be.” 

PT, Snake and other legends are applaud¬ 
ing this year’s grand experiment: to return 


the spectacle to the sport’s simpler days, 
when it was just about the—yes—surfing. 

“It reached a point in the past few years 
... where it transformed into [something] 
more like Coachella, where everybody had 
to go just because you had to go,” PT says. 
“Probably 70 percent of people didn’t 
even know who Kelly Slater was.” 

“It’s going back to what the event was 
in the first place,” says Orange County 
Register columnist Corky Carroll. 

Vans’ Doug Palladini (Vice President, 
General Manager, Americas) praises the 
elimination of live music and the vendor 
village as a method of going back to the 
basics of surf culture—and hopefully 
averting another “gathering.” 

“You see it kind of run the gamut,” he says. 
“From being purely a surf contest to being 
the complete three-ring circus where very 
little of action sports seem to have a place. 
And I think this year, you’ll see us endeavor¬ 
ing to return the focus on action sports.” 

This includes augmenting the additions 
Vans made last year, their first time as spon¬ 
sors of the event. ‘We built a substantial struc¬ 
ture to support skateboarding and BMX,” 
Palladini says. ‘We added more events to the 
surf contest, including the Joel Tudor Duct 
Tape Invitational, which is a really cool way to 
show a different side of surfing.” 

But chaos and surf are inextricably 
linked in popular culture, ever since Jack 
London penned “The Royal Sport,” in 
which the author gets tossed around, 
tumbled and spit out by the sea’s “smok¬ 
ing crests” and “white battalions.” Not all 
U.S. Open fans think this new path will 
stave off the unruly masses. 

“I think they have a tendency to feel like 
all the extra features of the contest were 
dragging people down here,” says lifelong 
Huntington Beach resident Pat Lien from 
behind the counter at Chuck Dent. “When 
it’s the fact that there’s an event going 
on here [in] the only beach south of Los 
Angeles that has any reasonable amount of 
parking. It could be a juggling contest.”

Over the Moon 


Little La Lune in Long Beach lacks parking spots, but boasts big flavors

L ittle La Lune is located on an 
unpretty part of Pacific Coast 
Highway, in a strip mall with 
less than 10 parking spots—and 
they're all taken. But stay in your car and 
wait with the air conditioning on, and soon, 
a few people will exit the restaurant, tooth¬ 
picks in mouths, rubbing their bellies. Take 
their space; it's your turn. The noodle soup 
is what you're here to eat, what made you 
drive all the way from OC. Specifically, it's 
the Phnom Penh noodle, in which strands 
of rice noodle similar to your last bowl of 
pho swim in a clear pork broth as sweet as 
The Simpsons’ glory years. 

This kind of broth is the lifeblood of 
Cambodia Town. The elixir is coaxed by 
slowly simmering pork bones until they 
surrender all of their goodness. Every slurp 
from the steaming bowl unveils layers of fla¬ 
vor-shades of sugar, the tang of fish sauce, 
a hit of white pepper, all of it within the 
embrace of pig. It’s not an exaggeration to 
say the rich liquid is a meal unto itself, even 
if it’s as clear as consomme. Some cilantro, 
fried bits of garlic and the lime juice you 
squeezed into it give it balance. The rest of 
the bowl becomes extra credit. There’s a 
piece of liver, a lean slice of pork and some 
shrimp, but it’s all about the interplay of 
noodle and broth—and the steam bath your 
face gets when you inhale the soft strands 
between the hot gulps of soup. 

Some people choose to order the noodle 
dry. But they also get a side bowl of that 
broth, often with a hunk of bone straight 
from the pot; the meat stuck on the sides 
can be chipped off little by little. In fact, 
order any rice dish, and you're given some 
of this wonder broth for free. Also on the 
house: the iced tea, a slightly sweetened 
amber drink whose taste falls somewhere 
between Lipton and chrysanthemum. 
Everyone in the restaurant has a glass in 
front of them, and the servers refill them 
constantly from a sweaty pitcher. 

Another thing you notice on every table: 
the cha-kwai, deep-fried dough sticks that 
resemble golden femurs. They're a buck 
each, and you should order one, even if 
you don't intend to cut it up to put in your 
soup, which is what you're supposed to 
do. As your teeth breach the slightly oily 
but feather-light crust, you remember how 
these coveted items run out by noontime at 
Trieu Chau in Santa Ana, the last place you 
had Phnom Penh noodles. Here at Little La 
Lune, if s supplied all day long and fried so 
fresh they can’t be handled for the better 
part of a minute. 

Little La Lune's second most popular 
dish seems to be the Beef Lok Lak, which 
sounds and looks like what the Vietnam¬ 
ese call bo luc lac. It's even served atop

shaved onions and comes with raw toma¬ 
toes and a saucer of salt, pepper and lime 
with which to make a dipping slurry. But 
the dish is, in fact, something different. In 
this version, golden-fried bits of garlic coat 
so much of the seared beef cubes they’re 
almost breading. 

Another beef dish exists on the salad list, 
but since it’s essentially a big fat steak, it's 
also the most expensive thing on the menu 
at close to $15. You order it and wonder 
why it’s called “Beef Anchovies” since no 
anchovies are visibly present. When you 
ask, your server will tell you the anchovies 
are mashed and pulverized with lime juice 
and seasonings to make the salad dressing— 
an easier version of prahok, the traditional 
Cambodian dipping sauce made from fer¬ 
mented fish paste. The salad is composed 
of sliced shallots, thin slices of raw Thai 
eggplant, and black olives and pickled jala- 
penos straight out of the nachos found at 
movie-theater concession stands. And if s 
great, a little funky, as complex as Khmer 


culture itself, and it complements the ten¬ 
der and juicy grilled steak in a way A1 never 
could. Eat it with plain rice alongside an 
order of sauteed Chinese watercress that 
has the option of being cooked with crispy, 
deep-fried pieces of pork belly, which you 
should agree to on principle. 

The only oddity: Little La Lune, as with 
other Cambodian places along PCH such as 
Sophy's, bills itself as Cambodian and Thai. 
Try the Student Noodle instead of the pad 
Thai, and even the most finicky eater can’t 
tell the difference between them. Whatever. 
Once you’re done with the gluttony, rub 
your belly and surrender your parking spot 
to that poor soul outside who's still waiting 
for a spot.

I I Barone, in that section of Newport Beach 
near John Wayne Airport that's basically 
a laid-back Irvine, is great old-school Italian, 
the kind of place you take the in-laws to for a 
leisurely lunch. But in this hyper-competitive 
foodie economy, in which regional cuisine 
rules and young chefs continue to trot out 
innovations, old-school is no longer enough. 
So the owners have decided to open up 
a deli next to the restaurant, a place from 
which you can get pastas, juices and other 
Italian cupboard standards while grabbing a 
quick bite to eat. 

It has only been in business forthree 
weeks, but its already taking its place 
among OC'stried-and-true Italian delis— 
such as Cortina's, Claro's and Sabatino's— 
as places to lose yourself in for hours. 

And II Barone Bottega has the potential to 
become the best of them all despite its tiny 
size. It has a state-of-the-art room in which 
sausages and meats of various makes dry, 
destined for paninis. Display cases and 
wine boxes masquerading as shelves stock 
everything from preserved tuna belly to 
chocolates to Yoga, the official fruit nectar 
of Italian kiddies. Other cases remain empty, 
promising even more food products in the 
near-future. An alcohol permit is taped to the 
window, whispering of the wines to come. 

A gelato case hosts made-that-day trays of 
the stuff featuring caramel, hazelnut, choco¬ 
late, cinnamon, and the mysteriously named 
"wild fruit" that tastes as though raspberries 
and blackberries fought one another for 12 
rounds, then made babies. 

The food options right now are limited, 
alas—just already-prepared sandwiches 
ready for a panini press, the aforementioned 
gelato, and a pastry case the young Italian- 
Americans at the counter are more than 
happy to top with gelato to capitalize on the 
ice-cream-in-a-donuttrend. All sandwich 
orders come with a serving of green beans 
and potatoes—delicious. But this is a place 
with ambition, a spot where the II Barone 
clan can show Orange County it's not con¬ 
tent to merely offer great food. Best of all, 
it's as unpretentious a spot of Newport real 
estate as you'll find—go now in its early 
days, before Newport's office drones make 
it the next must-eat lunch spot.

Most Wanted, Most Missed 

Philip Seymour Hoffman lends Le Carre gravity

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hilip Seymour Hoffman is an 
island of rumpled calm in Anton 
Corbijn’s urgent A Most Wanted 
Man, aglum-out-of-principle 
espionage story based on a John Le Carre 
novel. The role demands that Hoffman be 
quiet, steady and occasionally frustrated, 
as well as that he hold secrets—often from 
us, which is a bit of a shame. This is the last 
film that Hoffman completed, and other 
than a few humane flourishes—a bleat of 
anger, a playful wave to a video monitor 
showing a prisoner flipping him off—he’s a 
poker-faced riddle. It’s our job as viewers 
to wonder whether he’s a hero, a monster 
or that piece of Venn diagram in which 
those possibilities overlap. 

As you watch, teasing out the charac¬ 
ter’s mysteries, it’s impossible to not also 
worry about the actor’s. Hoffman’s whis¬ 
kery, unknowable Gunther Bachmann is 
the leader of an encouragingly humane 
street-level counterterrorism squad in a 
stylishly miserable Hamburg, where it’s 
always just finished raining. He seems 
a miserable slump, with no home life to 
speak of, with only his work to throw 
himself into, with his soul ground down 
between conflicting forces beyond his 
control. Knowing that this is the last full 
creation of this most restless and gifted of 
actors makes the character’s alienation all 
the more moving: Like Hoffman, Bach¬ 


mann proves masterful at his craft but still 
faces terrible disappointments. 

“I head an anti-terror unit that not 
many people know about and even less 
like,” Bachmann says, his voice a froggy 
rumble. (Hoffman has sleeved that purr 
of his in a thick, Teutonic accent.) The 
people who don’t like him—and just barely 
tolerate his methods—include the German 
government, which prefers to kick down 
doors and indiscriminately arrest suspects, 
and the Americans, who keep insisting 
they’re done with the black-hoods-and- 
extradition routine. Bachmann favors 
extraordinary measures to determine 
whether suspected terrorists are actually 
guilty. He’ll let low-level bad guys roam his 
port city until they lead him to the bigger 
threats. But since Mohamed Atta planned 
the 9/11 attacks in Hamburg, both coun¬ 
tries’ intelligence arms are forever mon¬ 
keying in Bachmann’s business. 

The case that wears Bachmann down for 
most of A Most Wanted Man starts small. 
Issa Karpov (Grigoriy Dobrygin), a young 
Muslim man from Chechnya, enters Ham¬ 
burg illegally with no identification except 
a letter entitling him to millions from an 
international bank. The money is an inher¬ 
itance of sorts from Karpov’s father, a mur¬ 
derous Russian gangster. Bachmann wants 
to trail Karpov to see whom he associates 
with and what he plans to do with the 


money—might he use it to fund terrorism? 
An idealistic immigration lawyer played by 
Rachel McAdams takes up Karpov’s case, 
and a banker played by Willem Dafoe faces 
pressure from Bachmann to wear a wire 
and string Karpov along. 

Hoffman’s scenes with Dafoe are won¬ 
derfully tense—here are two actors known 
for holding things in, and then exploding, 
playing powerful men manipulating each 
other. Who will blow first? There’s little 
violence or movie-style action here, but 
director Corbijn suggests in each moment 
that something could go very wrong. As 
with his last film, The American, A Most 
Wanted Man proceeds with deliberate 
care, but this time nothing feels slow or 
pretentious. The American was like the 
cover story of some men’s adventure 
magazine told in art-house slow-mo; A 
Most Wanted Man is simply a complex tale 
superbly told, with time for nuance and to 
soak in its mysteries. 

There’s also time to soak in Hamburg. 
Much of the movie takes place on its 
streets, trains and ferries, with detours into 
its grubbier diners and thumping-est clubs. 
Outside, there’s always some silhouetted 
bridge in the background, grand and grimy, 
and some rush of out-of-control traffic. 

The effect is both gorgeous and nerve-jan¬ 
gling: Corbijn’s Hamburg is like Europe’s 
steel-and-concrete nerve center, and the 


movie never lets you forget how easily an 
act of terror planned there could bring 
down the world outside. 

The opening shot, of waves lapping 
against a concrete wall, starts sensuously 
and turns hauntingly sinister: Karpov hauls 
himself up out of the drink and into the 
city, a desperate man either fleeing horrors 
back home or committed to creating new 
ones here. Dobrygin’s performance, as with 
Hoffman’s, is directed inside—he’s cagey, 
too, but everyone’s refusal to directly state 
their intentions isn’t just a trick to gin up 
suspense. These men are knotted up: We 
can tell Karpov’s scared, we can tell he’s 
devout, we can tell he has some un-devout 
hots for McAdams’ lawyer. Bachmann 
makes it his mission to find out what’s hap¬ 
pening inside Karpov, and by the end, Cor¬ 
bijn and screenwriter Andrew Bovell have 
laid bare all of these unknowable men. The 
answers satisfy—sometimes they’re even 
heartening. But you know all along that 
this story can’t arrive at a happy ending. It’s 
a credit to the craft of everyone involved 
that that end still satisfies so deeply.

DAWN OF THE PLANET OF THE APES 

Who knows why, but the sight of apes 
sitting tall and proud on horseback is stir¬ 
ring in a primal way. That's one of the best 
images in Matt Reeves' Dawn of the Planet 
of the Apes, the sequel to the enormously 
successful 2011 Rise of the Planet of the 
Apes, in which a bunch of chimps become 
super-smart and break out of chimp jail, 
running roughshod over the Golden Gate 
Bridge and scurrying to eternal safety in 
the Redwood forest. No matter: Dawn of 
the Planet of the Apes is a much better 
and far less silly movie than its predeces¬ 
sor: It lives so confidently in its invented 
universe that you almost believe a society 
of apes could thrive on the outskirts of San 


Francisco, with the little ones learning their 
alphabet by scrutinizing letters scrawled on 
the face of a rock, and the big ones casting 
deeply meaningful looks at one another 
when they're not communicating via sign 
language and the occasional spoken word. 
Hey, it's San Francisco—anything goes. 
Reeves is deft at navigating the action, 
including lots of acrobatic chimp-vs.-chimp 
combat. There's an unnerving and exhila¬ 
rating sequence in which those apes on 
horseback charge into the city from the for¬ 
est, pissed as hell. Chimps and horses also 
stride, peacefully this time, through one of 
the picture's most majestic sequences, in 
which electrical power is restored to an old 
gas station. An excited human wastes no 
time cranking up the tunes: The song is the 
Band's version of "The Weight," and for a 
moment, apes and humans pause to take 
some pleasure in the sound, which drifts 
through the night like a laid-back cricket 
symphony.

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kiddie flick about a quartet of preteens 
and their palm-sized alien pal that's at 
once bland, well-intentioned, and utterly 
terrifying about the mental development of 
modern children. As in the most honest kids 
films, our heroes admit to being isolated, 
unhappy, and cowed by the adult world. 
Their Nevada suburb will be torn down 
tomorrow, scattering these best friends— 
braggadocios Tuck (the one-named Astro 
from X-Factor), cowardly Munch (Reese 
Hartwig) and unthreateningly handsome 
Alex (Teo Halm)—to different schools, and 
plucking the cute blonde (Ella Wahlestedt) 
they all crush on out of their universe 
before she even knew they shared one. 

On their last night together, the guys dupe 
their parents with a fake slumber party, 
reroute the grown-ups' incoming calls to 
Munch's cell, and bike into the desert to 
track down a blinking treasure mysteriously 
beamed to their smartphone maps. Tuck 
has brought along a video camera—what's 
the point of meeting an alien if there's 
no record on YouTube? Director Dave 
Green is less a feature filmmaker than 
a juggler of screens. The found-footage 
gimmick— Earth to Echo's background 
canvas—is simply a gateway that allows 
for the visual shorthand of the boys shov¬ 
ing their phones at the lens. Instead of 
plunging into the woods, they stare at 
their GPS while swashbuckling through 
strip malls. Occasionally, Green zooms out 
for the Google Earth view of their quest, 
complete with an arrow pointing toward 
their location. The result feels both techno- 
immediate and emotionally distancing: 
There are so many cameras between us 
and the action that it's like attending a Pink 
Floyd laser light show and watching the 
magic through the recorder on your iPhone.

EDGE OFTOMORROW Edge of Tomorrow 
is the rare summer shoot-'em-up that 
understands the fragility of life. Tom Cruise 
plays Lieutenant Colonel Bill Cage, a 
medaled propagandist who goes on Fox 
News and urges the poor to sign up and 
get slap-chopped to shreds in Earth's war 
with the Mimics, whirling space monsters 
that look like dreadlocked wigs dipped 
in steel. As he cops to his commanding 
officer (Brendan Gleeson), "I do thisto 


avoid doing that." Cruise's Cage has zero 
intention of joining the fight. But Gleeson's 
exasperated general conks him out and 
ships him to the front, where Cage wakes 
up on a pile of luggage and discovers he's 
been demoted to private. If you're expect¬ 
ing a hero, which you are, as this is Tom 
Cruise, you've met the wrong guy. Cage 
dies immediately. But then he snaps awake 
back on those bags and realizes he's going 
to relive and re-die the last 24 hours until 
he either wins the war or goes utterly mad 
from the Promethean torture. Directed 
by Doug Liman ( The Bourne Identity, 

Edge of Tomorrow s a serious war movie 
crossbred with a Looney Tune. Humanity's 
hopes are pinned on reclaiming the coast 
of France, a fight that Liman stages with 
the chaotic carnage of Saving Private 
Ryan. However, instead of olive drabs, 
the soldiers are decked out in 80-pound 
exoskeletons. The middle of the film is an 
exhausting montage of murder, the bracing 
opposite of all those movies whose heroes 
race through bullets as if they were as 
harmless as raindrops, but the script works 
better when it slows down and toys with 
our definition of suspense. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson.

& Rescue, a time-killing kid-flick whose 
title is an exact summary of its plot, the 
filmmakers introduce us to two creaky old 
Winnebagos, a husband and wife revisiting 
the national park where they shared their 
first kiss years before. They're warmly 
loving, immediately likable, throwbacks 
to the Pixar films of once upon a time, the 
ones that indulged in niceties like theme 
and feeling and whatever is the opposite 
of pointlessness. They meet some planes. 
After that there's a fire. And a rescue. And 
lots of static, TV-quality scenes that drably 
cut from one car or plane to another as 
they sit in garages and discuss the impor¬ 
tance of believing in yourself. But none of 
that's as interesting as the questions sug¬ 
gested by the idea of motor homes feeling 
nostalgic for the way they used to make 
out. A first kiss suggests later ones, that 
steel-and-plastic RVs not only possess lips 
and tongues but also the nerve endings 
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that stir sensations of pleasure. When two 
Winnebagos love each other very much, 
how far do they go? The idea of cars, 
trucks, helicopters, and airplanes savoring 
eros deserves a more serious film than this 
one. Not since the hot fueling action of Dr. 
Strangelove has it been fruitfully examined: 
How intimate is it for a truck to tow a car? 
When Dusty (Dane Cook), a crop duster 
turned race plane turned firefighter, discov¬ 
ers that his old gearbox is giving way, and 
that he can never penetrate the heavens 
as he once did, are we supposed to think 
about the prostate? (PG) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Countywide. 

THE PURGE: ANARCHY The Purge had a 
big idea—a near-future in which "any and 
all crime, including murder" is made legal 
one night a year—but limited its focus to 
an upscale family's failure to insulate itself 
from the government-sanctioned carnage. 
Now The Purge: Anarchy gets down in the 
muck of downtown Los Angeles with the 
hoi polloi reveling in the free-for-all and 
the conscientious objectors stuck in the 
wrong place at the wrong time. The latter 
group includes a mother-daughter duo and 
a youngish couple with car trouble. All four 
are saved from grisly ends by Sergeant 
(Frank Grillo), who's armed to the teeth and 
on an unspecified mission of vengeance on 
this most celebrated, feared, and reviled of 
nights. Everyone in this quintet of survivors 
is reluctant when he becomes the de 
facto guide—Sergeant doesn't want to be 
slowed down, and they don't know what 
he's doing with so many weapons. With his 
low-key machismo and tactical expertise, 
Grillo's performance will make you wonder 
why he didn't start headlining movies like 
this before turning 50; his is the soft-spoken 
kind of charisma that helped make half 
of the Expendables hto stars back in the 
'80s and '90s. In their nighttime roving and 
casual violence, the film's best scenes 
resemble nothing so much as the under¬ 
valued Escape from L.A. It's the city as 
no-man's-land, and Anarchy makes good 
on one character's nervous (and ultimately 
quite funny) declaration that "Everyone 
goes downtown to purge." (R) Michael 
Nordine. Countywide. 

SEX TAPE Sex Tape might be the funniest 
movie about sex under the corrupting 
influence of marriage since Eyes Wide 
Shut. It's warmer and more amusing than 
its ads would lead one to believe. In fact, 
it's almost good enough, leaning a little too 
hard on the liability of Cameron Diaz and 
Jason Segel. They play Annie and Jay, a 
couple of married-with-children Angelenos 
whose libidos seem to have Logan's Run 
their course. Oh, is that reference to an 
ancient sci-fi set in a world where this 
sort of trouble doesn't come up much 
because everyone gets euthanized at age 
30 obsolete? So is the premise of Sex Tape. 
The film wants us to accept that Jay—a 
gadget guy who has some undefined job 
in the music industry that's earned him so 
many extra iPads that he hands them out 
as gifts, not just to close relations but to 
the mailman, too, like he's Oprah Winfrey 
of Nazareth herself—doesn't grok how the 
Internet works. Jay's amiable, sitcom-dad 
cluelessness might go down easier if Segel 
weren't one of the film's three credited 
writers. When Annie and Jay can't get it 
together during a night away from their two 
adorable moppets, they resort to making 
an iPad sex video. But when it threatens to 
go WikiLeaks, thanks to all those hand-me- 
down iPads, Annie's fat blog paydays—and 
her and Jay's dignity—are endangered. 

And so for a very long time, Sex Tape 
ceases to be a sex comedy, and turns 
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instead into a kinda-sorta-not-bad chase 
flick wherein Annie and Jay attempt to 
recover all their iPads, presumably so they 
can use a Sharpie to redact the naughty 
bits. (R) Chris Klimek. Countywide. 

TAMMY It's a relief, after the wretched 
Identity Thief, to see movies whose mak¬ 
ers love Melissa McCarthy as much as 
audiences do. Identity Thiefs comic cen¬ 
terpiece was predicated on the idea that 
McCarthy having sex is a hilarious gross- 
out, like she's the pie Jason Biggs once 
had to fuck. Half an hour later, McCarthy's 
defiantly horny slob got a makeover and a 
new wardrobe, and the movie presented 
this new housebroken McCarthy as if it had 
discovered something we didn't already 
know: This crazy woman's actually worthy 
of love! We know, you idiots. Tammy, on 
the other hand, loves McCarthy too much, 
but it's obliged to: Her husband did direct, 
after all. Here McCarthy—who co-wrote 
with spouse Ben Falcone—plays dumb 
ratherthan badass. Her Tammy is a small¬ 
town schlump so addlebrained she's never 
heard of Neil Armstrong, doesn't know how 
to pronounce "Mark Twain," and decides 
the best way to scare up a couple grand in 
a crisis is to hold up a fast-food joint. When 
you see her gliding along on a Jet Ski, you 
know she'll be crashing it immediately, 
which might be why Tammy doesn't even 
bother showing exactly what happens, 
opting instead for sloppy cutting and some 
screams. Even if all that were funny, Tammy 
would still be a tough sit. Falcone's film is 
an unsteady mix of broad comedy and indie 
heart, asking us first to roar at Tammy's 
ignorance and outrageousness and then 
to be moved at this lovable misfit muddling 
toward love, maturity, and a better life. It's 
like if Sideways starred Ron Burgundy: 

Who could believe in his minor emotional 
growth?

TRANSFORMERS: AGE OF 

EXTINCTION Believe it or not, during 
Transformers: Age of Extinction, Michael 
Bay's fourth rattling of the toy box, I felt one 
moment of transcendence. Three-fourths of 
the way through the punishing 165-minute 
runtime my brain left my body, crying out 
as it fled, "How could a space robot riding 
a fire-breathing metal T.rex be so boring?" 

It begins with thrilling stupidity, the revela¬ 
tion that the dinosaurs were murdered 
by evil cheeseburger-shaped spaceships 
who built their own car-shaped society 
from their bones, the literalization of fossil 
fuels. From there, Age of Extinction gets 
even more moronic. The events of the third 
film, in which Shia LaBeouf saved Chicago 
(fragments of it, at least) from Megatron, 
have become in this sequel America's new 
9/11. Thirteen-hundred civilians died that 
day, a rare instance of a movie giving a 
body count for the usual city-destroying 
smash-em-ups. Mark Wahlberg plays a 
single dad and small-town inventor named 
Cade, who lives in a Disneyland version of 
Texas with his 17-year-old daughter Tessa 
(Nicola Peltz), one of those long-limbed, 
snub-nosed Southern girls shellacked with 
terrible pink lipstick. Also around: Cade's 
new scrap junk purchase, a bullet-riddled 
18-wheeler that just happens to be Optimus 
Prime in disguise. There isn't enough 
visual beauty to forgive the screenplay's 
ugliness, but Bay does brave a daring new 
standard in product placement. He doesn't 
just show a Bud Light truck—he wrecks 
it, scatters beer bottles across the road, 
and then has Mark pick one up and take a 
swig. It's so calculated, it gets a knowing 
laugh, as if the audience is relieved that 
at least there's one joke that doesn't insult 
their intelligence. (PG-13) Amy Nicholson.

22 JUMP STREET One of the biggest sell¬ 
ing points of 2012's 21 Jump Street turned 
out to be its seemingly unscripted lunacy, 
the way it put Channing Tatum and Jonah 
Hill in police-shorts outfits and let them riff 
on their characters' mutual ineptitude. As 
undercover cops who pose as teenagers 
to root out drug dealers, Tatum and Hill's 
Jenko and Schmidt made an unlikely but 
weirdly charming team, and their Mutt- 
and-Jeff bickering eventually mellowed 
into a friendship as comfy as a rumpled 
T-shirt. Now there's a sequel, named, with 
brilliant illogic, 22 Jump Street, but the 
magic has dimmed a bit. This time Jenko 
and Schmidt have been assigned to a 
local college, where it's their duty to find 
and arrest the dealer who's spreading a 
powerful drug. Unfortunately, the person 
responsible may be Jenko's new best 
friend, a football player named Zook (Wyatt 
Russell). Schmidt's feelings are deeply 
hurt by Jenko's preoccupation with his 
new buddy, though he tries not to show it. 
Jenko and Schmidt drift apart; the movie 
makes numerous homoerotic references to 
this fading friendship, but only in a "Totally 
yankin' your chain, bro!" way. It's there 
that 22 Jump Street wobbles off the rails. 
Directors Phil Lord and Christopher Miller 
pack the movie with loosey-goosey dyna¬ 
mite, jokes that revel in their own puerility, 
accompanied by a knowing wink. But they 
go overboard on the nudge-nudge gay 
jokes. It's not that 22 Jump Street is bla¬ 
tantly homophobic. Perhaps Lord and Miller 
are misfiring in their attempts to explore the 
complexities of friendships between men. 
But whatever they're trying to say remains 
indistinct and noncommittal, even as they 
seem a little too obsessed with it. (R)

WISH I WAS HERE There are plenty of 
carving knives out for Zach Braff and his 
crowdfunded film, Wish I Was Here. The 
reality is that the film's disappointingly OK, 
a movie made by a guy who had one indie 
success a decade ago but who hasn't been 
able to get a movie financed since. Wish 
I Was Here is at least stretching toward 
something, and even if its reach exceeds 
its grasp, Braff's earnest determination as a 
filmmaker and performer helps smooth out 
some of the awkward bumps. Braff plays 
Aidan, a desperately unemployed actor 
trying hard to live and work in Los Angeles. 
Wife Sarah (Kate Hudson) essentially sup¬ 
ports him and the couple's two children, 
with her tedious job at the water author¬ 
ity, where she tolerates insidious sexual 
harassment from a co-worker. But that's 
hardly the beginning of their problems: 
Aidan's cantankerous father, Gabe (Mandy 
Patinkin), is dying of cancer. Aidan and 
Sarah aren't particularly religious, which 
is just one reason they feel blindsided by 
the death of a parent: They lament that 
they don't know how to explain death to 
their kids because they don't know what 
they believe themselves. If Braff is guilty of 
anything, it's of sending the story sprawling 
in too many directions at once. If you can 
get past that and his occasional whininess, 
Braff is adequately sympathetic, here. 
Aidan is well past the age when he needs 
to realize that his man-child pout won't get 
him everything he wants, and once in a 
while, you see that recognition hit: Braff's 
half-zonked-out demeanor gives way to 
something more adult, a layer or two of 
gravitas we haven't seen in him before. (R)

Pithed Off 

In the Heights is weak on plot, strong on banalities

B uild your own dreams, or some¬ 
one will hire you to build theirs. 
A negative mind will never give 
you a positive life. Let the past 
make you better, not bitter. Every day is 
a second chance. If opportunity doesn’t 
knock, build a door. 

Pithy inspirational memes such as these 
are the squishy-sweet stuff of Facebook 
feeds. And Pinterest and Tumblr, where 
people compile entire pages of them, 
apparently for kicks. Did you know that 
life is short— what?— and there’s no time to 
leave important words unsaid? 

Including these: The musical In the 
Heights, now running at the Chance The¬ 
ater, is essentially a two-and-a-half-hour 
gangbang of pithiness. It tells us that 
Home Is Where the Heart Is, that Love 
Makes a Family, to Never Forget Where 
You Come From, and that Your Wealth Is 
Where Your Friends Are. 

It’s so eye-rollingly earnest you’ll want 
to punch it in the face. Or at least play¬ 
wright Lin-Manuel Miranda. 

Somehow, In the Heights managed to 
snag a Best Musical Tony award in 2008, 
beating out the vastly more compelling 
and truthful Passing Strange and the atro¬ 
cious movies-turned-musicals Crybaby 
and Xanadu. (That those last two were 
even nominated shrieks decibels about 
the modern state of musical theater.) The 
Pulitzer Prize committee even nomi¬ 
nated Heights in the drama category that 
same year. 

But those mighty accolades can’t hide 
the failings of Heights’ thin story lines. 

Set in the struggling, largely Dominican 
Washington Heights neighborhood of 
New York City over a blisteringly hot 
Independence Day weekend, it opens 
with long slice-of-life introductions of 
each major character. We meet Nina, who 
must break the horrible news to her par¬ 
ents that she has a dried-up cash flow. 

Nina’s parents own a struggling cab 
company, where Benny, a dispatcher, has 
eyes for Nina (spoiler alert: he’ll eventu¬ 
ally bone her). But Benny, being black and 
all, is the wrong color for Nina’s loud, con¬ 
trolling racist pop. 

Then there’s Usnavi, who runs the 
small, struggling market he inherited from 
his dead parents. He dreams of some¬ 
day moving to the Dominican Republic, 
where he was born, but the pull of hottie 
salon worker Vanessa keeps him from 
pulling the trigger. Vanessa, for her part, 
dreams of moving out of the Heights and 
into some nicer digs, but saving up is— 
together, now—a struggle. 

So, yes, there’s plenty of dreaming 
and struggling, ground that oodles of 


productions have danced across before, 
particularly Rent, which Heights bor¬ 
rows heavily from—more so than the 
classic West Side Story, which lazy critics 
have insultingly compared Heights with, 
but the only real similarity is that both 
have singing, dancing Latino characters. 
Clearly, the Great White Way could stand 
to be a lot less pale. 

But that’s the faintest praise I can give 
the story. Very little rings true or authen¬ 
tic. Miranda was young when he wrote 
the play, basing it largely on the sights 
and rhythms of his Washington Heights- 
adjacent Inwood neighborhood. He 
didn’t really have the kind of life experi¬ 
ences at the time to create characters in 
whom audiences could make emotional 
investments. That weakness is cemented 
when, laughably, a key character actually 
wins the goddamn lottery, and every¬ 
one’s problems seem to be miraculously 
solved—you know, just like in real life. 
Most playwrights, even beginning ones, 
would at this point incorporate some 
type of conflict in the script involving the 
$96,000 haul, but Miranda never does. 
Heights, as he states, is “set in the real 


world that doesn’t feel the need to include 
the negative [stereotypes of] drugs, gangs 
and violence.” That may be commend¬ 
able thinking, but his approach makes 
this decidedly gritty, graffiti-spritzed, 
chaotic community seem about as rough 
as Sesame Street. 

Director Oanh Nguyen’s cast, however, 
shines, despite the material. As Usnavi, 
Joshua Lopez nails the technical aspects 
of a role that requires him to sing, rap and 
dance in a range of styles that stretch from 
salsa to hip-hop to Latin funk, and the rest 
of the ensemble are terrific show people. 
You could even call them inspiring. 

Which reminds me of something I 
saw this morning on Facebook: Life’s a 
stage, and you only get one performance. 
Make it a good one. Or, in the case of this 
review, opinions are like assholes—every¬ 
one has one.

He 
contacted me one day and told me about his 
business Cowboys 4 Angels, and I was curi¬ 
ous. I responded to him just to meet up so I 
could pick his brain and see what they were 
up to, to see if it was even real or if it was a 
joke_He was super-cool and very intel¬ 

ligent. We really hit it off, so I was like, ‘Well, 
I’ll give it a shot.” That’s really how it started! 
Did you ever freak out—like, “Oh, my god I’m 
going to be screwing strangers”? 

The show portrays us that way, but at the 
end of the day, that’s illegal. The only thing 
[customers] are really contracting us for is 
our time. They have to sign a contract, and 
it’s very clear. After that, if something hap¬ 
pens, it happens. To be perfectly honest, it 
doesn’t happen all of the time. The show 
is a show, though. I’d say Gigolos is kind of 


like a soft-porn/comedy. It’s so crazy and 
so out of the norm. 

Okay, so I know you said it doesn’t happen 
all of the time, but what if you meet up with 
some beast of a chick, and you’re like, “There 
is no way I’m mounting that!”? 

[The producers] are good enough to let you 
know who’s going to be on the show. But 
sometimes, there are only a certain amount 
of people who are available to film, so then, 
you know, you go along with it. I also try 
to find the beauty in everybody, you know? 
You do still want to be respectful and make 
them feel amazing. I mean, that’s what they 
are hiring you for. You’re not going to end 
up in a romantic relationship, so you do the 
best you can. 

Well-put. I saw on your website that you’re 
working on some “empowering tools.” What 
does that mean? 

I’m actually working on putting out stuff 
for couples to help them in their sex lives. 
That actually excites me more than teaching 
guys to be better because some of those guys 
who do that are pick-up artists. I hate people 
who go around and teach guys to be bigger 
douchebags, you know what I mean? I want 
to help couples make their sex lives better, so 
a thousand nights they can be different peo¬ 
ple or live different fantasies. That way, they 
can fall in love with each other over and over 
again. I think the reason a lot of relationships 
fall out is because it’s not fresh, they get 
bored, and their mind starts wandering. 

And then they call a gigolo? 

That could be the case! [Laughs.]

Scratching and Clawing

Kitten’s fiery front woman shows maturity for her age, as well as some trusty cat-like reflexes

A t an early age, Chloe Chaidez 
knew she was different from 
other kids. While her friends 
were playing with toys and 
learning how to play the recorder, Chaidez 
was drawn to the raw power that music 
afforded her. What she didn’t realize when 
she started playing bass at 10 was that her 
love of this creative outlet and her ability to 
harness an immense talent would become a 
full-fledged career. 

Chaidez was born to a punk-rockin’ 
father who played drums in LA under¬ 
ground outfit Thee Undertakers. Her dad 
blared classic rock and punk, but the young 
Chaidez was also drawn to the sounds of 
David Bowie, Sigur Ros and Band of Horses. 

Now 19, the singer/songwriter has a 
vast musical knowledge that goes beyond 
her years as a player. Her music has been 
described as fusing genres as far-ranging as 
new wave, R&B, and ’80s dance pop. This 
diverse sound has allowed Kitten to open 
for the likes of No Doubt, Paramore and 
CharliXCX. 

By the dawn of her teens, Chaidez and 
her then-band Wild Youth landed on the 
radar of much larger groups. They were 
summoned to open for Midlake at the 
Fonda Theatre after Wild Youth gave them 
a recorded cover of one of their songs and 
Midlake liked what they heard from the 
youngsters. Many LA bands strive to one 
day play at the Hollywood staple; Chaidez 
graced the stage in front of a live crowd 
before she finished middle school. As impor¬ 


tant as the gig was for getting her name out 
there, Chaidez knew she had work to do if 
her band was to become more than a novelty. 

“If I was watching myself at the Midlake 
show, I would have been like, Who are 
these dumb kids playing?!”’ she remembers. 
“But since it was me, it was really cool.” 

Wild Youth disbanded soon after. Chai¬ 
dez then began to carve out the vision she 
had for her own outfit. Within a few years, 
she discovered her voice as a songwriter. In 
order to flesh out ideas, she’d play acoustic 
open mics around town. 

Kitten began to really take form when 
they started gigging at the downtown LA all¬ 
ages club the Smell. Though she hung out 
at the iconic punk venue at the onset of her 
teens, her music wasn’t akin to the Southern 
California punk acts that became associated 
with the venue. Even so, in one of the many 
early incarnations of Kitten, three of the four 
members of FIDLAR (Elvis and Max Kuehn 
and Zac Carper) played in Kitten before 
going off to form their own successful band. 

However, the band’s first show at the 
venue revealed that Chaidez and her new 
band had a long way to go. “I invited all 
of my friends to check out my band, and 
the whole thing was terrible and sloppy,” 
she says. “During the last song, one of my 
OG guitar players had his capo a half-step 
higher than it should have been, and it 
sounded absolutely terrible. He and the 
bass player thought they were each fucking 
up, and they got into a fight while I was try¬ 
ing to play the song! It was so bad.” 


After that subpar set, Chaidez fled to 
the venue’s bathroom, where she sat for 
an hour because she was embarrassed by 
her band’s antics and was afraid to face the 
large number of friends who had made the 
trek to see her band. 

Fortunately, things got better. Despite 
having enough rotating members to make 
Guns N’ Roses look stable, Chaidez brashly 
states that “what Robert Smith is to the 
Cure is what Chloe will be to Kitten” 
because the band is really a solo project. 
She’s keenly aware the statement is a bit 
over-the-top, but she doesn’t deny the guys 
who would play in the band are replaceable, 
that she is the be-all, end-all with regard to 
the creative vision, which includes a fero¬ 
cious, mesmerizing live show. 

Chaidez has built a fan base with the 
release of three EPs, and in June, her 
self-titled debut was released via Elektra 
Records. Inking a deal with a major these 
days isn’t as lucrative as it once was, but 
Chaidez acknowledges that in addition to 
being very good for her, the project needed 
the financial backing that could only be 
afforded with a label. She was able to 
acquire the necessary equipment to keep 
things moving in a positive direction. 

Separated into three distinct parts, 
Chaidez says the new album reflects dif¬ 
ferent periods of musical growth and 
exploration as she has matured as a per¬ 
former and composer, working to figure 
out what she wants Kitten to be. The 
sound could be closely associated with 


such bands as the Eurythmics and OMD. 

“Debut albums are pretty much your life’s 
work in one album,” she explains. “There’s a 
song called Apples and Cigarettes’ that’s the 
last song on the record. I wrote that song 
when I was 15, and it’s acoustic and differ¬ 
ent than anything else on the album.” 

Zigzagging the country on her first 
headlining tour means benefits for the 
singer/songwriter that she never got to 
experience as an opener. “It’s cool to have a 
dressing room and snacks, too,” she says. 

Nearly a decade into her musical career, 
Chaidez and Kitten aren’t yet household 
names, but Chaidez has learned so much 
for someone who isn’t yet 20. Instead of 
looking at the traditional metrics of suc¬ 
cess, Chaidez realizes that there’s more to 
being a musician than album sales. 

“I think that any artist will never stop as 
long as they keep growing,” she says. “As 
long as people think you’re new, it’s good 
because that means someone is discover¬ 
ing you.”

Rap metal is back... and it’s actually good

M etal is an ever-turning and 
-twisting genre, following 
wormholes into subgenres 
and melding any and all 
techniques and sounds along the way in a 
constant struggle to create something new 
and original. It doesn’t always work, and 
anyone who lived through the ’90s can 
testify that the addition of such hip-hop 
elements as rapping and turntables were 
serious low points. 

But now, the generation who grew up on 
that music wants to give it another whirl. 
Bands such as Whitechapel and Suicide 
Silence admit how much their sound is 
indebted to Korn and Slipknot, and others 
are busting out their turntables again. And as 
insane as it may be, it’s working. 

I’ll be the first to slam ’90s rap-metal. 

Even those who had a hand in inventing it, 
including Mike Patton of Faith No More, 
came out strongly against it; he once said, 
“Don’t blame me for that shit.” Yet his part in 
the genre’s creation is undeniable thanks to 
the massive success that was “Epic.” 

Along with various other experiments 
in the idea—such as Sonic Youth’s “Kool 
Thing” with Chuck D, Anthrax and Public 
Enemy’s “Bring the Noise,” and Run DMC’s 
version of‘Walk This Way”—“Epic” proved 
that the concept could work. 

As metal bands copied the idea, not just 
collaborating with rappers, but also making 
it a vital part of their sound, with rappers 
and DJs becoming full-fledged members, it 
became increasingly trite and awful (ahem, 
Linkin Park). 

The most bizarre thing these days is that 
bands are creating well. Maybe it’s because 
of how far metal has come. One of the most 
aggravating parts of the original rap-metal 
movement was how it tried to combine bad 
rapping with bad Pantera-esque groove- 
metal riffage. New bands are drawing 


instead on death metal and technical influ¬ 
ences to shape their riffs. And they appar¬ 
ently have been paying attention to better 
rappers—after all, rap has come a long way 
since the ’90s, too. 

Take Devastator, the shining example of 
how to do modern rap-metal right. These 
guys have decent riffs in spades, progressive 
interludes and a rapper with some seri¬ 
ous skill in his flow. This is what the genre 
always sort of had the potential to be, finally 
being exploited properly. 

Then look at Emmure, who wear their 
Limp Bizkit influence on their sleeves. While 
they get a lot of shit for it, love them or hate 
them, they are one of the bigger names in 
metal right now. Front man Frankie Palmeri 
has always drawn from rapping to influ¬ 
ence his lyrics and vocal style, and the band 
recently busted out a D J to put some turn¬ 
table scratches on the single “E” from their 
new record, Eternal Enemies. Far from being 
the abomination that it by all rights should 
have been, the track is bouncy and fun, 
and the turntables take nothing away from 
Emmure’s sound. 

It’s not all gold, of course. Former Escape 
the Fate front man Ronnie Radke’s current 
project, Falling In Reverse, have begun to 
head in the rap-metal direction, and it’s pure 
trash. They’re drawing from mainstream- 
radio rap, so if you’re like most real hip-hop- 
heads, you’re going to hate what Falling In 
Reverse are doing. 

As long as it continues to be done with 
tact, the way bands such as Hacktivist or 
Emmure are doing it, and remains largely 
removed from the awful cliches Falling In 
Reverse are attempting to trade in, it should 
be a welcome addition to the genre. If noth¬ 
ing else, it lends variety to a style of metal 
that has increasingly become mired by copy¬ 
cat bands and devoid of true originality.

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One-Man Scene 


G abe Brenner is 15 minutes late to lunch— 
and 30 years late to the music scene. His 
ethereal take on smooth R&B is not some '80s 
rehash—butwe could've used him backthen, 
as he might have rescued the sax from Care¬ 
less Whisper-era George Michael. No matter. 
He's here now, and he's very quickly making up 
for lost time. 

He uploaded his first batch of songs under 
the name Pastel a little longerthan a year ago, 
just as he graduated from the Orange County 
High School of the Arts. The deliriously minimal 
"Ode to a Toughened Woman" almost instantly 
caught the attention of music blog Crack In 
the Road. "It was just a birthday present for 
my mom," Brenner explains. "I honestly didn't 
think much would come of it." 

This lead Brenner to start sending his 
songs to various record labels. Manimal Vinyl, 
who broke Warpaint and brought you Bat for 
Lashes, was the first to respond. "We met at 
some faux-French cafe," Brenner says. "I think 
we talked about Sky Ferreira." 

Fast-forward a month, and "Hold Me," the 
first official single from Pastel, is released via 
Impose. Let the soft weight of Brenner's vocals, 
multitracked into a solo choir, wash over you. 
The intro conjures images of a young man sing¬ 
ing his heart out to an old soul record. And then 
that first bass drum hits, hard and resonant, 
followed by a chattering, high-timbre percus¬ 
sion tapping out a clickety rhythm. 

Here is where Pastel's influences diverge 
from anything you've likely heard. "My sisters 
were heavily involved in the Tahitian dance 
scene," he says. "The music was always on— 
in the house, at rehearsals, at competitions." 
That chattering is the to'here, an indigenous 
Tahitian drum made from a hollowed out 
log—or, in this case, a laptop keyboard and 
Apple's Logic. 

"I didn't even realize I was doing it," Brenner 
says. "I walked into a Tahitian restaurant, and 
they were playing the [traditional] music, and I 
was like, 'Oh, my God, that's 'Hold Me'!" 

The Buena Park resident is something of 
an anomaly among the Orange County music 
scene—mainly because he doesn't belong to 
it. Brenner didn't start in his garage, and he 
wasn't doing pay to play at the House of Blues.

He started on GarageBand, and SoundCloud 
was his performance space, which may be 
as formative to his sound as old soul music or 
Tahitian percussion. "I think a physical scene 
can tend to produce bands that all kind of 
sound the same," he says. "If I had to identify a 
scene, it'd probably be the Internet." 

Brenner is like the Internet incarnate, in 
that his interests and influences are so vast, 
so expansive they defy any sort of categoriza¬ 
tion. He pulls from every scene and somehow 
moves to the edge instead of the middle. His 
latest haircut, pastel curls, looks directly 
transplanted from the head of St. Vincent, 
and he possesses the ability to speak about 
anything from Tahitian percussion to Adele to 
FKA Twigs. 

Is this the future of local music? Broken out 
of the garage and area code, virtually unbound 
by physical space—a scene per kid? Take a 
listen to Pastel's latest single, "Sweeter Con¬ 
versations," and you might hope so. It's musical 
butter, smooth and rich, with Brenner's under¬ 
stated vocal delivery anchoring tentative sax 
licks. And let's not forget the to'here, tapping 
out rhythms with immaculate precision. 

Atthe moment, Pastel is in musical limbo. 
"The label is being pretty vague about a 
release date," Brenner says regarding his 
upcoming EP. "It's sort of difficult because I'm 
so anxious for people to hear it." 

In the meantime, you can hold yourself over 
with "Hold Me" and "Sweeter Conversations," 
as well as lessons in Tahitian percussion. You'll 
want to be ready for when Pastel breaks that 
scene wide open.
